tain implied exceptions cannot be 
avoided. 


Thus, freedom of speech may be 


limited as to time and place. For 
example, you have no right to 
holler through a megaphone at 
midnight, outside of a hospital. 


Furthermore, besides limits as 


to time and place, the law puts 
limits on the content of speech. 


One such limit is on speech that 


is defamatory. Without this limit, 
your neighbor could spread vile 
rumors about you—with no basis 
at all except malice. 


Another limit is on speech that 


is obscene. Without this limit, a 
kindergarten teacher, if so inclined, 
could read hardcore pornography 
to her pupils. 


Another limit is on speech that 


is seditious. Without this limit, a 
speaker could incite a mob to open 
and violent revolution. 


Yet, even in these special areas, 


the limits on freedom of speech 
are flexible. Thus: 


Defamatory statements may be 


held lawful if honestly made, on a 
mutter of legitimate concern to 
the speaker. 


Gross 
vulgarity may be held 


lawful if it has "redeeming social 
importance." 


And wrathful political dissent 


may be held lawful if it poses no 
"clear and 
present danger" of 


serious evil consequences 


In short, the law says we must 


have limits on freedom of speech 
—but we must keep those limit;, to 
a minimum. Limits are lhe excep- 
tion. Freedom is the rule.

three days confinement, he said. 


Courtney, who didn't say why 


he was placed in solitary, said 
he, too, was ill, and that he 
needed an operation. He was 
fed bread and water and slept 
on a concrete floor while con- 
fined, he said. 


"The 
hole (isolation cell) is 


dark 24 hours a day," he said. 
"There Is no shower or any way 
to take a bath, A man in Isola- 
tion does not see a preacher 
and is not allowed to have a 
Bible. You are not allowed to 
go to church." 


Parker also complained about 


the medical care at the prison. 
He said there was only one 
physician assigned to the pris- 
on, and that he was there only 
three days a week.

Mt in that, the first courthouse built 
in Hempstead county. 


The first three judges, 'appointed by 


.the Governor of Missouri Territory to 
serve on the bench were, Charles 
Wheaton, William Woodward and 
John English. A. S. Walker was 
sheriff and James Stuart clerk. A. 
M, Oakley was the first lawyer, and 
Stan C, Roano came next, havinf "pro- 
duced a license from the Hon. George 
Wood, Judge of 'the court of the coun- 
ty of Arkansas, Mo." in 1819. The fol- 
lowing is copied from the record, and 
is the claim for taking care of the 
firpt man tried for murder in this 
court: 


"Sam C. Roane presented to the 


court the account of Asa Blankinship 
for conveying William Finley, the per- 
son charged with murder to the house 
of John English:

of Congress granting to the counties 
or parishes in each State and Territory 
In which the public lands arc locat- 
ed, the right of pre-emption to one 
quarter section of land for the scats 
of justice within the same, to Elijah 
Stuart, James Moss, Meredith Ed- 
wards, Samuel B. Davis and Hewitt 
Burt, commisisoners,' etc. These five 
men were also made trustees of the 
land, and as such were appointed 
under an Act of legislature, passed in 
the year Oct. 20, 1825,— entitled "an ' 
Act to fix permanently the scat of 
justice in and for the 
County of 


Hempstead, and for other purposes'." 


These commisisoners and founders 


of Washington, hired Tilman L. Pat- , 
terson ,as contractor to 
build 
the 


courthouse. I again copy from the 
records the following claim against 
the county for their services and oth- 
er expenditures:

Some interesting items of record'in 


the vault* at the court house date back 
to 1803-4, and possibly earlier, among 
which the following is a copy: 


'lTo all whom it may qoncern: This 


is to certify that 1 William Cravens, of 
the county.of Reckingham, Virginia, 
do by these presents, emancipate, set 
free and forever discharge from, slav- 
ery my negro woman named Nance, 
who • I purchased from Esther Crav- 
ens, widow, in the year 17*5, then 
aged 23 years, and I dp for myself, 
my heirs and executors by these pres- 
ent! release, grant and confer unto 
the. said negro Nance together with 
aU her. issue from the time I purchas- 
ed .her as they arrive to the age of 
twenty-five years, all and singular, 
my right, title and claim and interest 
in the said .negro woman and her 
issue at the age.of twenty-five years 
above mentioned. In witness whereof 
1A have hereunto set my hand and 
seal this twenty-third day of Novem- 
ber, 1803." 


"Signed, 
"William Cravens." 


Other items of interest on record 


at -the courthouse show appointments 
and commissions for marking out the 
first, roads in the county, and grant- 
ing licenses to run ferries across the 
rivers, and the keeping of taverns. 


Court to Washington 


The old Court of Common Pleas 


continued to transact busines of the 
county until the creation of Arkansas 
Territory, when it was moved to the 
house of Elijah Stuart, on the present 
site of Washington. Elijah 
Stuart 


erected the first residence in Wash- 
ington. It was located on block 8, 
where the negro Baptist church now 
stands. Here the opened the first tav- 
ern in Washington, and here, the tem- 
porary scat of justice was for some 
time in his house. The first term was. 
in March, 1824 when "court was held 
in the house of Elijah Stuart the 3rd 
Monday of March, it being the ISth 
day of the month; present, the Hon. 
William Trimble, judge of the 3rd 
Judicial District of the said Territory 
of Arkansas; William Robinson, sher- 
iff." 
(This was the circut court) 


Elijah Stuart was allowed f30 for 
furnishing his house for holding court 


Prior to the establishment of the 


town of Washington-and the new seat 
of justice for Hempstead county the 
site was known as old Ebenezer Camp 
Ground. A large shed had been erect 
e4 here by the pioneer missionaries 
to be used for religious gatherings. 
Churches had not as yet been built, 
and religious services w«r* held under 
camp-meeting sheds and arbors. Eb- 
enezer Camp Ground was chosen for 
the town site and the new seat of 
government on account of its high and 
dry location. sindy soil, and clear 
«prw|s that abounded in the vincinity.

First County Judge 


Arkansas 
Territory 
was 
formed 


from Missouri Territory by an Act 
of Congress on March 2, 1819, but the 
same officers that were appointed by 
the Missouri legislature continued to 
hold court at the new seat of justice 
in Washington until their terms of of- 
fice expired, after which an election 
was held and James Moss was elect- 
ed to the office of county judge, the 
first man to sit on the bench in the 
new courthouse. He served from 1827 
to 1832. A. M. Oakley was clerk and 
Thomas Dooley sheriff. William Mc- 
Donald was coroner and Edward 
Cross Surveyor, (1825-27.) 


In the Council of Territorial Legis- 


lature, Hempstead county was repre- 
sented by David Clark, 1820; Robert 
Andrews, 1821; Mitthew Scoby, 1823; 
Daniel T. Witter, 1825; D. T. Witter, 
1827-28; 1829, by George Hill; 1931. D. 
T. Witter and 1833 by J. W. Judkins. 
In the House of the Territorial Leg 
islature, 1820, John English, and W. 
Stevenson; 1823-28, John Wilson; 1829 
John Wilson and F. King; 1831, Wil- 
liam Trimble and T. W. Scott..

T. P. Eskridge was one of the first 


judges, appointed in 1823; Sam C. 
Roane, Thomas Hubbard and G. D. 
Royston were the first Prosecuting 
Attorneys of the county. The lawyers 
and judges who composed the first 
Bench and Bar were called "circuit 
riders." In those days the courts were 
few and far between, and these cir- 
cuit riders made their rounds regu- 
larly twice a year. Some times they'd 
hardly get back to their starting place 
before it would be time to go again. 
Upon their return home from one of 
their long trips, sunburned and trav- 
el-stained, end resembling more a 
squad of soldiers returning from bat- 
tie than dignified judges and jurists. 


The territory of Arkansas was di- 


dived into four circuits, end Hemp- 
stead county was in the first Judicial 
Circuit. When the State government 
was organized, si* judicial circuits 
were made and Hempstead county 
was allotted to the sixth. 


Hempstead county at one time em- 


braced ail of the territory lying south 
and west of the Little Missouri river 
and extending southward 
to the 


Louisiana line and westward to the 
line of the Indian Territory. Thus it 
will be seen that it originally embrac- 
ed what is now several counties. As 
other counties have been cut off from 
it, it has ben reduced in sue to its 
present limits.

The Spaniard, Hernando de Soto, a Roman Catholic, accompanied by 


his band of conquistadoes, with four secular priests and four friars, 
sailed across tru» Atlantic to set foot on the Coast of Florida. Marching 
inland to a place near what is now Memphis, they crossed the Mississippi 
River in May 1541, to land on Arkansas soil, near Helena. This was 
seventeen years after Luther started his church in Germany; seven 
years after King Henry VIII organized his church in England; sixty-six 
years before the English settled at Jamestown; seventy-nine years before 
the English, sailing the Mayflower, settled ut Plymouth; ninety-eight 
years before Roger Williams started his church in Rhode Island; and 
one hundred and ninety-eight years before John Wesley started his 
church in England. 


Father Marquette, the Frenchman, coming down from Canada, fol- 


lowed the Mississippi River until he came to the mouth of the Arkansas 
Rivei, about the year 1675. 


First Christian Sen-ice. 


'Ihe First Chrisliari Service to be held in Arkansas was an exercise 


of Thanksgiving in 1682, when LaSalle and Tonti, accompanied by sev- 
eral priests, uking the map made by Father Murquetle, journey down 
the Mississippi from Illinois to the mouth of the Arkansas River. They 
placed a settlement here, which became known as Arkansas Post. 


Other explorers came; other settlements were made; further and 


further into Arkansas the newcomers followed the Indian trails, when 
Arkansas Territory was recognized by the Federal Government, to be- 
come the State of Arkansas in 1836. Seven years later, the Catholic 
population of the State was recognized by the Holy Father1 ut Rome, 
nnd the Diocese of Little Rock was established. 


Bishop Byrne. 


Father Andrew Byrne, famed as an orator in New York City, was 


selected and consecrated Bishop of Little Rock in 1844, and came u few 
months later to Arkansas. Two years later, upon a visit to his birth- 
place in Ireland, he brought back with him a large colony; some located 
in Little Rock; some came to Rocky Comfort—near Foreman, Little 
River Coumy. So it happens that the Catholicity of Southwest Arkan- 
sas h«s been recognized at Little Rock as centering around Rocky Com- 
fort; though in earlier years small groups of Catholics had settled at 
Walnut Hill, and Lost Prairie in LaFayelte County, as ihose emigrants 
followed one another up the Red River. 


The first priest to visit this territory was Father James Donahoe who 


came from New York with Bishop Byrne. In 1852, ''While driving 
through Clark County on his way to his mission at Rocky Comfort, he 
tickened, overcome by the heat of the sun. He made his way to a spot 
which he had often remarked would be an ideal site for a church. He

Mother Church 


The Church at Rocky Comfort is rcterred 10 as the Mother Church 


of Southwest Arkansas, keeping nlive the Catholic faith at the mission, 
brought priests on horseback from Little Rock to care for other small 
groups iilong the way. The churches at DeQueen, Texarkana, Hope, 
Stamps, Frescr.tl, came directly or indirectly from the Catholic Mission 
established at Rocky Comfort. 


Forty acres were deeded to Bishop Byrne by Joseph Taaffe in 1848 


tor a church and cemetery. This first church was named Holy Cross. 
A few years after the Civil War it was burnt to the ground by rebels, 
but it was soon rebuilt, and it is used today by the Catholics at Fore- 
man and the surrounding territory. No resident priest has ever been 
stationed there. 


DeQueen 


DeQueen is the youngest of the established missions in this South- 


west territory. As a growing mission attended to by Rev. A. Gallagher, 
Pastor at Mena, a church was built and dedicated to St. Bergara in 1910. 
Four years later Rev. Jos. M. Hoeflinger was sent there by Bishop Morris 
as the first resident priest. As a scarcity of priests developed in 1J19, 
DeQueen was atlended to from Hope, until 1933, A modern rectory 
was built by Rev. Thomas Prendegast, in 1934, to be enjoyed by his 
successor. Rev.'Edward J. McCormick. 


Stamps 


As the Bodcnw Lumber Mill developed, and the Louisiana and Ark- 


ansas Railway extended its lines, the population of Stamps grew, num- 
bering some Catholic families. Rev. Matthew Saettle, O. S. B., who had 
been giving attention to Hope from his residence at Camden, was sent 
to Stamps to make a survey. The Lumber Company listened to his 
plea, seconded by their employees, and donated the ground and the 
lumber for the building in 1905. An overheated stove caused this build- 
ing to burn to the ground in 1913; and it was rebuilt the following 
teason by Rev. J. J. McGrath. Tl>is building was partially destroyed by 
a fire caused by Hying embers from the burning Y. M. C. A. building 
in 1933. It was immediately repaired, and continues to be known as 
St. Mark's Church. 


Frescott 


The present Catholic Church was built near 1885. It was in 1874 


that a priest, Rev. M. J. Corcoran, from Hot Springs, made a visit among 
the Catholics of the recently founded town. There is a legend that 
those Catholics used the Episcopal Church for their services until the 
present building was built. The deed to this piece of property Is signed 
by Mattie Cassidy to Bishop Edward Fitzgerald, though the Catholics 
owned a lot in another part of the town, which had been purchased 
m 1881. 


Hope. 


Columbus, Washington and Fulton had often been visited by Cath- 


olic priests many years before the town of Hope came into existence. 
As priests on horseback made their way from Little Rock to Rocky Com- 
fort, and returned, they covered the same territory that the prieat at 
Hope has travelled by train and auto during the years of 1919 to 1933. 
Mrs. Nettie Hill has often spoken of the visits of Bishop Edward Fitz- 
gerald with her family in her home at Columbus. 


Pat Donnely, a name linked with the founding of the town of Hope, 


is also a nams on the records in Little Rock asking in 1873 that a priest 
be sent to Hope for the Catholics here. Texarkana, Texas, Catholic 
Church was organied some few years before this; as well as the Cath- 
olic Church, at Hot Springs. At irregular periods did a priest travel 
from either of these two centers over Hempstead, Nevada and Clark 
Counties. 
,«, ^. 


The fiist Catholic Church in Hope was acquired in 1906 by pur- 


chasing the building used by the Episcopal congregation, and named St. 
Augustine. The building stood on the northeast corner of the square 
where the City Hall no\v stands. The congregation was growing with 
Hope; the building '/.as old; so the Rev. Matthew Saettle, 0. S. B., and 
the congregation, purchased in 1911 the lots on East Third Street between 
South Walker and Spruce, and the old property was sold to the City 
of Hopt. In ihu Fall of that year, Rev. Patrick J. Higgins was appointed 
Pi'slor. He built the present brick church, named it in honor of Our 
Lady of Good Hope, to be dedicated by Bishop John B- Morris in 1912. 
In the summer of 11)13. He\ J J. McGrath came to Hope, and built the 
present rectory in 1914 


School anil )lok|>iluJ 


'Iliat this congrefeuiion had established a steady and substantial 


£iowth by 1911 is further witnessed by the opening of a parochial school 
in the Fall of 191U on South Elm Sired, by three nuns of the Coiifrc- 
yaiion of Sisters of St. Rose, from Texarkana. Texas. Mother Tomasine, 
as Superioress, was asissted by Sisters M. Helen and M. Joseph, who 
named tlie school in honor of St. Rose of Lima. By 1912 they had made 
iuch progress with their school by increa.sed enrollment, that they built 
a new building on East Third Street, in the block bounded by Green- 
ing and Boiuier Streets. 


Aboui the year 191(i, the Sisters of Mercy from Little Rock, took 


charge of the building, and so divided it that one part could be used &s 
a hospital, and the other as u school. Sister M. Scholastic* was in 
charge of the hospital, assisted by Sisters M. Columba and M. Dominica. 


Catholic Church, Presrott 


Sisters M. Veronica and M. Emelda taught the school. In the summer 
of 1918, after having conducted the hospital to care for all patients alike, 
rich and poor, Catholic, Jesv or Protestant; after having turned out largo 
graduating classes of children from all denominations, who had proven 
a credit to the training of that school for the betterment of Hope, takjfig 
all children with the same attitude as shown in the hospital, the SisWra, 
financially embarassed, sold the property to the Board of Education 
of the City of Hope; and today, that school is called Brookwood School 
Rev. Harold Heagney was Pastor here at the time. 


The loss of the school and hospital so distressed the congregation, 


that they became fearful of the future training of their children, and 
moved away. A dwindled congregation greeted Rev. Thos. J. Martin 
when he came to Hope as Pastor in the summer of 1919. It wa§ at this 
time that the DeQueen territory was also suffering for a want of aer- 
vices— Catholicity in Southwest Arkansas had taken a stiff blow— that 
Bishop Morris instructed Father Martin to unite the two Districts. 


In July 1925, Father Martin was transferred to Helena, and was suc- 


ceeded in the following month by the present pastor, Rev. George f. X. 
Strassner. Cairying on as his predecessor, leaching at Little Rock Col- 
lege during the week, and attending this large terrilory on Sundays, the 
membership of Ihe Church kept decreasing; Catholicity became leas 
known and less respected. In January 1928, Father Strassner resigned 
his duties at the College as professor and registrar, to devote all hi* 
time to the fourteen counties of the Hope Misison Terrilory. Under his 
leadership, by regular weekly and Sunday services, extended religious 
vacation schools, Ihe DeQueen territory of three counties was built back, 
so a resident priest was sent to DeQueen in February, 1933. His efforts 
now concentrated in these eleven counties brought about such results 
as: physical improvements in all the churches and properties; the spiri- 
tuality of the membership was developed by more regular and consistent 
weekly services; Magnolia became more active in the territory as a Sun- 
day service was held there monthly; religious vacation schools embraced 
even troups of two or three; Catholic revivals held for communities so 
desiring to know something of the Catholic Church; so the respect and 
esteem of the Catholic Church as a religious body has been restored. 


Colored Mission. 


On the first of September, 1933, after a year of probation and in- 


slruciions, nine colored persons received the Sacrament of Baptism of 
the Catholic Church as it was conferred in their home, about five mile* 
southwest of Hope. Three generations were represented. 
This is the 


only Catholic colored mission in Arkansas, though there are many 
churches for the Catholic colored in Arkansas. All have been brought 
to the Sacramtnl of Pennance, Holy Eucharist, and received the Sacra- 
ment of Confirmation from Bishop Morris,, either as he visited El Dorado 
or Texarkana, and both limes were given a special audience with

rather than a privilege. It also 
criticized professional societies, 
such as those in the medical and 
legal professions and in skilled 
trades such as bartering, for 
not allowing ex-convicts to be- 
long.

How Defender 
Counts Hand 


By Oswald & James Jacoby 
Newspaper Enterprise Assn. 


Here is a hand from H. W. 


Kelsey's book, "Killing De- 
fense at Bridge," which shows 
how a defender can 
and 


should count a hand. We are 
going to use our own code 
word "ARCH" to illustrate 
East's thinking. 


East Analyzes the lead. He 


notes that it surely is a single- 
ton. He Reviews the bidding 
and notes that South should 
hold exactly five hearts. South 
also holds two clubs and East 
decides that in all probability 
he holds three cards each in 
spades and diamonds. 


East Counts his winners. A 


club and a ruff are two tricks, 
his king of hearts will be a 
third trick. 


East asks himself, "How 


can we beat this hand?" He 
needs to find another trick in 
his partner's hand. What can 
that trick be? It can be the 
ace of diamonds. If it is, then 
the trick will never get away. 


Suppose it is the ace of 


spades? That trick will keep 
also. How about the king of 
spades? West sees that if he 
gives his partner an immedi- 
ate club ruff that king of 
spades will never make a 
trick because South will have 
time to draw trumps, after 
East makes his king, and dis- 
card any losing spades on 
dummy's nice long club suit. 


East thinks a little while 


longer. If South happens to 
hold the king-jack doubleton 
in spades and four diamonds 
the 
spade 
lead 
will give 


South a chance to get rid of 
his losing club before West 
can get his ruff in but East's 
preliminary checkup had dis- 
closed the strong probability 
that if South had held 5-4-2-2 
distribution he would not have 
rebid two no-trump.
